This correction would result in a reallocation of funding among
the institutions, and revised proration rates would be 80.6
percent of ERS premiums for The University of Texas and Texas
A&M University Systems and 81.0 percent of ERS premiums for
institutions of higher education in the ERS GBP.

Because state contributions to the public community and junior
colleges are set in statute at 50 percent of full ERS premium
rates, this technical correction would result in an increase in GR
funding of $1.4 million to reflect the correct ERS premium rates.
